LIBREVILLE, Gabon (A P)— 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer. 90, lies 
gravely ill today in his jungle 
hospital, in which he has treat­ 
ed thousands of Africans, 
The old doctor, whose name is 
legend 
throughout the world, 
was stricken by fatigue Sunday 
and has not left his bed since. 
Reports reaching the capital 
from the 100-mile distant jungle 
hospital were sketchy. Close as­ 
sociates refused to say anything 
or speculate on Dr. Schweitzer's 
chances of recovery. 
“ He is ill, very ill. We are all 
praying,” 
a 
m em ber of 
Dr. 
Schweizer’s staff told an ac­ 
quaintance 
over the telephone 
linking the island of Lambarene 
with the capital. 
The hospital

What happens when the jaw 
is suddenly dislo cated and y o u 
can’t clo se the mo uth?

Dear Mr. W.: So metimes an 
ex aggerated y awn may make 
the lo wer jaw slip o ut o f its so c­ 
ket, This painful co nditio n fo r­ 
tunately do esn’t o ccur to o fre­ 
quently . The spasm 
o f t h e 
muscles o f the jaw o ften make 
it difficult fo r the untrained per­ 
so n to replace it. 
Occasio nally it beco mes nec­ 
essary fo r a phy sician to use a 
very brief general anesthesia to 
make the dislo cated 
jaw 
go 
back in place. 
Mo st peo ple who have repeat 
ed jaw dislo catio ns have devel 
o ped their o wn way o f handling 
the situatio n. The ex act cause 
sho uld be determ ined by y o ur 
dentist. 
Special care sho uld be taken 
w h i l e replacing a dislo cated 
jaw. So metimes the jaw clicks 
back suddenly and catches t h e 
fingers in a painful grip. 


What is the meaning o f t h e 
red streaks go ing up the a r m 
when a finger is infected?

Dear Mrs. L.: R e d streaks 
are evidence o f an infectio n that 
is no t y et under co mplete co n­ 
tro l. This is an inflammatio n o f 
the ly mph channels and is us­ 
ually caused by the strepto co c­ 
cus 
germ. 
Often 
the 
ly mph 
glands in the arm pit beco me 
tender and swo llen as they set 
up a pro tective barrier against 
further pro gress o f the infec­ 
tio n. 
Befo re the era o f antibio tics 
the red streaks (ly mphangitis) 
were a serio us co mplicatio n o f 
infectio ns o f the hand o r t h e 
leg. To day ly mphangitis is re ­ 
markably well 
co ntro lled 
by 
co ncentrated do ses o f antibio t­ 
ics. The site o f the o riginal in­ 
fectio n o f the finger is vigo ro us­ 
ly treated by wet dressings and, 
when necessary , by surgery . 


I ha v e a fo lder to which I co n­ 
sign pro phecies. The o ther day , 
l o o k i n g thro ugh it, I was 
struck by the nature o f the pre­ 
dictio ns made five and mo re 
y ears ago abo ut the future o f 
the So viet Unio n. Mo st peo ple 
have been caught way o ff base 
by e v e nt s , 
but 
o ne 
man, 
R i c h a r d M. Nix o n ( y o u 
may have heard o f him), lo o ks 
p r e tty go o d after all 
these 
y ears. 
The wo rst erro r was that o f 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
which published a repo rt in 1960 
that the Gro ss Natio nal Pro d­ 
uct o f the So viet Unio n wo uld 
increase abo ut 6 per cent an 
Dually during the Nineteen Six ­ 
ties, enabling the average So ­ 
viet 
wo rker to increase 
his 
standard o f I i v i ng by abo ut 
40 per cent o ver the “present 
level.” In rn a k i ng its predic 
tio ns the C.I.A. did w h a t all 
, eco no mists are pro ne to do ; it 
s i m p l y ex trapo lated ex isting 
curves o f gro wth and called the 
result a fo recast. Naturally the 
C.I.A. co uldn’t fo resee that So ­ 
viet Russia wo uld be the victim 
o f a big grain famine in 1963, o r 
that lack o f mo tivatio n o n t h e 
Russian co llective farm s wo uld 
fo rce Khrushchev’s successo rs, 
Brezhnev and Ko sy gin, to make 
huge w h e a t purchases fro m 
Canada and the Argentine in 
1965. 
In 1960 Go verno r Nelso n Ro ck­ 
efeller was predicting that rap­ 
id So viet gro wth o ffered a seri­ 
o us challenge to the U n i t e d 
States. 
Presum ably he wo uld 
have been asto unded if he co uld 
have lo o ked into a cry stal ball 
and watched the So viet p I a n • 
ners wrangle in 1965 abo ut pull­ 
ing the Russian eco no my o ut o f 
a tailspin. In 1960 Marx ist eco ­ 
no mics was g o i ng to “ bury ” 
capitalism ; in 1965 the So viets 
were turning rather desperate­ 
ly to so mething called Liber- 
manism, a do ctrine which advo ­ 
cated co mpetitio n between go v­ 
ernm ent • o wned plants fo r the 
co nsum ers’ favo rs. And t h e r e 
were effo rts 
in 
1965 
to 
put 
so me gumptio n into the R us ­ 
sian peasant by giving him 
rights to his o wn land and live­ 
sto ck. Thus “ creeping capital­ 
ism ” was infiltrating the sy s­ 
tem which Ro ckefeller tho ught 
might be giving us serio us co m­ 
petitive tro uble. 
In 1957 Admiral William H. 
Standley , a fo rm er Ambassado r 
to R us s i a , made a predic­ 
tio n that co uld be bad o r go o d, 
depending upo n o ne’s interpre­ 
tatio n o f the Adm iral’s sem an­ 
tics. Said Standley : 
“ Of o ne 
thing I am po sitive, and that is 
that the dem o cratic revo lutio n 
in Russia is inevitable — and 
imminent . . . The free wo rld 
sho uld be ready fo r this ex plo 
sio n — and sho uld align itself 
o penly o n the side o f the peo ­ 
ple.” 
Wed, it’s 1965 and the “ ex plo ­ 
sio n” hasn’t happened y et. On 
the 
o ther 
hand, 
A d m i r a l 
Standley w a * say ing in 1957 
that Miko y an was “ the man to 
w atch.” He po inted o ut that Mi­ 
ko y an had o nly jo ined 
fo rces 
with Khrushchev at the tim e o f 
Stalin’s death fo r the sake o f 
“ ex pedience,” and that a sho w 
do wn wo uld pro bably co me be 
tween the Khrushchev and Mi­ 
ko y an cliques. It didn’t wo rk 
o ut precisely that way unless 
y o u want to say that the Brez­ 
hnev - Ko sy gin and the Miko ­ 
y an cliques are o ne and t h e 
sam e, which is a reaso nable en­ 
o ugh interpretatio n. 
Even if the Admiral has been 
wro ng 
abo ut 
the 
demo cratic 
“ ex plo sio n” in Mo sco w, he was 
r i g h t in suspecting that t h e 
Russian m isses wo uld 
f o r c e 
so me kind 
o f change. There 
may be no “ dem o cratic revo lu­ 
tio n” in the im m ediate o ffing, 
but there has been plenty o f 
dem o cratic sabo tage o n t h e 
So viet farms. 
Richard Nix o n, when he was 


still Vice President, 
said in 
June o f 1960 that t h e r e was no 
danger that the So viet Unio n 
wo uld catch up to the United 
States in pro ductio n within the 
century . There are still thirty - 
five y ears to go befo re the cen­ 
tury is o ver, but Nix o n has been 
right so far. 
In 1953 Bela Fabian, who no w 
heads the Hungarian Freedo m 
Fighters 
in New Yo rk 
City , 
wro te that “ Malenko v will hard­ 
ly be able to c o u n t o n the sup­ 
po rt o f Khrushchev . . . There 
are actually three po wers in 
the S o v i e t Unio n: the Co m­ 
munist Party o rganizatio n, 
in 
the hands o f Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev; the Red Army . . . and the

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What happens when the jaw 
is suddenly dislocated and you 
can’t close the mouth? H o w 
can it be replaced into a normal 
position?

Dear Mr. W.: Sometimes an 
exaggerated yawn may make 
the lower jaw slip out of its soc­ 
ket. This painful condition for­ 
tunately doesn’t occur too fre­ 
quently. 
The spasm 
of t h e 
muscles of the jaw often make 
it difficult for the untrained per­ 
son to replace it. 
Occasionally it becomes nec­ 
essary for a physician to use a 
very brief general anesthesia to 
make the dislocated 
jaw 
go 
back in place. 
Most people who have repeat­ 
ed jaw dislocations have devel­ 
oped their own way of handling 
the situation 
The exact cause 
should be determ ined by y o u r 
dentist. 
Special care should be taken 
w h i l e replacing a dislocated 
jaw.

glands in the arm pit become 
tender and swollen as they set 
up a protective barrier against 
further progress of the infec­ 
tion. 
Before the era of antibiotics 
the red streaks (lymphangitis) 
were a serious complication of 
infections of the hand or t h e 
leg.

The worst error was that of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, 
which published a report in 1960 
that the Gross National Prod­ 
uct of tile Soviet Union would 
increase about 6 per cent an­ 
nually during the Nineteen Six­ 
ties, enabling the average So­ 
viet 
worker 
to increase 
his 
standard of I i v i ng by about 
40 per cent over the “ present 
level.” In rn a k i ng its predic­ 
tions the C.I.A. did w ha t all 
economists are prone to do; it 
s i m p l y extrapolated existing 
curves of growth and called the 
result a forecast. Naturally the 
C.I.A. couldn’t foresee that So­ 
viet Russia would be the victim 
of a big grain famine in 1963, or 
that lack of motivation on t h e 
Russian collective farm s would 
force Khrushchev’s successors, 
Brezhnev and Kosygin, to make 
huge w h e a t purchases from 
Canada and the Argentine in 
1965. 
In 1960 Governor Nelson Rock 
efeller was predicting that rap­ 
id Soviet growth offered a seri 
ous challenge to the U n i t e d 
States. 
Presum ably he would 
have been astounded if he could 
have looked into a crystal ball 
and watched the Soviet p l a n 
ners wrangle in 1965 about pull 
ing the Russian economy out of 
a tailspin. In 1960 Marxist eco 
nomics was g o i n g to “ bury” 
capitalism ; in 1965 the Soviets 
were turning rather desperate 
ly to something called Liber 
manism, a doctrine which advo­ 
cated competition between gov­ 
ernm ent • owned plant* for the 
consum ers’ favors. And t h e r e 
were efforts 
in 
1965 to 
put 
some gumption into the R u s 
sian peasant by giving him 
rights to his own land and live­ 
stock. Thus “ creeping capital­ 
ism ” was infiltrating the sys­ 
tem which Rockefeller thought 
might be giving us serious com­ 
petitive trouble. 
In 1957 Admiral William H. 
Standley, a former Ambassador 
to R u s s i a , made a predic­ 
tion that could be bad or good, 
depending upon one’* interpre­ 
tation of the Adm iral's sem an­ 
tics. Said Standley: 
“ Of one 
thing I am positive, and that is 
that the democratic revolution 
in Russia is inevitable — and 
im m inent . . . The free world 
should be ready for this explo­ 
sion — and should align itself 
openly on the side of the peo­ 
ple.” 
Well, it’s 1965 and the “ explo­ 
sion” hasn’t happened yet. On 
the 
other 
hand, 
A d m i r a l 
Standley w a s saying in 1957 
that Mikoyan was “ the man to 
watch.” He pointed out that Mi­ 
koyan had only joined 
forces 
with Khrushchev at the tim e of 
Stalin’s death for the sake of 
“ expedience,” and that a show­ 
down would probably come be­ 
tween the Khrushchev and Mi­ 
koyan cliques. It didn’t work 
out precisely that way unless 
you want to say that the Brez­ 
hnev - Kosygin and the Miko­ 
yan cliques are one and t h e 
sam e, which is a reasonable en 
ough interpretation. 
Even if the Admiral has been

“ explosion” in Moscow, he was 
r i g h t in suspecting that t h e 
Russian m isses would f o r c e 
some kind 
of change. There 
may be no “ democratic revolu­ 
tion” in the im mediate offing, 
but there has been plenty of 
dem ocratic sabotage on t h e 
Soviet farm s.

letter of apology to Singapore’s 
prime minister Lee Kuan Yew 
for the “improper activ ities” of 
certain U.S. officials in Singa­ 
pore. 
Lee has said a $3 million 
bribe had been offered to him 
by the U.S. gov ernment to keep 
quiet about the arrest of an 
American 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency official from Bangkok 
who sought to buy secret infor 
mation in Singapore. 
In confirming the Rusk letter, 
State Department press officer 
Robert J. McCloskey said that a 
formal denial made Tuesday by 
the State Department was in er­ 
ror. 
McCloskey said that “those 
who were consulted within the 
gov ernment on this matter Tues 
day were not fully aware of the 
background of an incident that 
occurred \ Vi years ago.” 
“The secretary did write a 
letter expressing this 
gov ern­ 
ment’s regret ov er the incident,” 
McCloskey said. 
Rusk promised to “rev iew tile 
activ ities of these officials for 
disciplinary action.” The letter 
was dated April 15, 1961.
